Carrying the signed contract for 
his own funeral and wearing 
two parachutes, skydlver John 
Wasik stepped from an airplane 
Sunday at 3,200 feet.

Broyles Tells 
Porkers to 
Look Forward

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Arkan- 


sas Coach Frank Broyles said 
Sunday that he and his Razor- 
back football team would have 
to forget about Saturday's 7-6 
loss to Oklahoma State Univer- 
sity and "look forward" to the 
rest of the season. 


It was Arkansas first loss to 


Oklahoma State since 1953 and 
the Razorbacks1 first opening 
game loss since losing to Mis- 
sissippi 16-0 in 1961. 


"We can't afford

back," Broyles said. "Football 
games are lost and not won, 
particularly early in the season. 
They capitalized on our one big 
error—the fumble on the 30." 


OSU defensive halfback Wil- 


lie Klrkland came up with Ron- 
ny South's fumble early in the 
fourth quarter and OSU moved 
31 yards for the touchdown. 
Craig 
Kessler 
kicked what 


proved to be the winning point 
with slightly more than 11 min- 
utes left. 


Jack Reynolds, a junior from 


Little 
Rock 
Horace 
Mann, 


romped 13 yards for the OSU 
touchdown, breaking two tac- 
kles. 


Reynolds also made three oth- 


er important runs. He gained 
seven on a third and six situa- 
tion two plays prior to the 
touchdown. He rambled 40 yards 
on OSU's first possession of the 
second half to take field position 
away from the Razorbacks. The 
204-pounder also picked up 12 
yards on a third and ten situa- 
tion at the OSU 20 with less 
than two minutes to go in the 
game. 


The first down enabled OSU 


to hold the ball three more 
plays before punting to Arkan- 
sas with 50 seconds left. 


"I thought out defensive ex- 


ecution was real good," said 
Broyles, "We missed Reynolds 
some but he's a great runner 
and a great runner will make 
you miss him." 


Boyles said he was pleased 


with the Porkers' offensive ex- 
ecution between the two 30-yard 
lines. 


"We couldn't get the ball out 


of our end of the field in the 
second half," he said. "And we 
""couldn't get it over the goal in 
the first half. If we had done 
either, I think the game would 
have turned the other way." 


Broyles was obviously disap-

"1 hope we 
can correct this." 


Arkansas forced OSU to punt 


on its first possession and 
moved the ball from its own 45 
to the OSU four before South 
kicked a 21-yard field goal. 


The Razorbacks

Lobbyists Fight to 
Cripple Waterways; 
Front-Yard Story 


O 


ne of the claimed purposes 
of the Johnson administra- 
tion in creating additional 


cabinet posts Is to strengthen 
the executive branch and weaken 
the lobbyists in the legislative 
branch—but the actual effect is 
to pile politicians upon politi- 
cians 
and concentrate more 


power in the hands of a few so 
that the lobbyists' job of 
in- 


fluencing 
legislation is made 


easier. 


A case In point is the rail- 


road and trucking lobbies' at- 
tempt to strangle the competi- 
tion from waterways transport 
by promoting a new tax on the 
fuel used by barge towboats and 
other inland vessels. 


The proposed bill to levy a 


tax of 2 cents a gallon on fuel 
used by vessels having a maxi- 
mum draft of 15 feet or less Is 
sponsored not by railroad and 
truck lobbies operating in the 
Congress but by these same lob- 
bies bringing pressure to bear 
on 
Transportation 
Secretary 


Alan S. Boyd—one of the new 
cabinet officers set up by the 
Johnson administration allegedly 
"to Improve public service," The 
new tax bill was sent to Congress 
with a covering letter by Secre- 
tary Boyd specifically endorsing 
It. 


I get this Information from the 


Sept. 13 newsletter of the Nation- 
al Waterwats Conference, Inc., 
which you may remark is itself 
just another lobby. But before you 
jump to the conclusion that this is 
merely a battle between conflict- 
ing lobbies you should know the 
history of transport in this coun- 
try. The rails and the truckers 
are 
firmly 
established 
in- 


dustries, and all the historical 
evidence points to the probability 
that their well-heeled lobbies are 
trying to cut off the new water- 
ways development from the same 
federal help that rail and highway 
transports have enjoyed from the 
beginning. 


The argument of the rail-truck 


lobbyists — and 
the Johnson 


cabinet 
officer — is that the 


development of waterways costs 
money and the users should pay a 
fuel tax to cover some of that cost. 
And yet history shows that the 
railroads started off with vast 
grants of land from the federal 
government, and untold millions 
of federal money were spent to 
build a nation-wide highway sys- 
tem for whose use truckers pay 
little more than non-commercial 
vehicles pay. 


There Is a pay-as-you-go plan 


for the interstate system, but 
this has nothing to do with the 
regular highways. First the rail- 
roads were helped, 
then the 


trucks—and now bom are busy 
trying to head off the rise of a 
third 
competitor —the barge 


lines. 


My South Main St. neighbors 


must have been amused last Sat- 
urday. During Thursday's rain- 
storm a hugh dead limb fell off 
one of my oaks and lodged In the 
telephone cables. I couldn't move 
the heavy limb, and if I dragged 
it loose with a garden tractor 
there was risk of damage to the 
cables.

might take it with them. But 
apparently every householder Is 
entitled to keep his own fireplace 
fuel —because 
when I went to 


mow the front yard Saturday there 
was that big limb resting nicely 
on the lawn.

it off to the "back 40" to be 
burned. But it wasn't. My 20-foot 
yard chain had vanished. Uptown 
I went to get a 30-footer and a 
collection of end-hooks.

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Texas Cities

The savage Rio Grande, mon- 
strously bloated by Hurricane 
Beulah's cloudbursts, sent a rec- 
ord torrent raging into the frin- 
ges of five South Texas cities 
today after ripping out a flood 
control dam.

Arroyo Colorado— in Mercedes, 
La Feria, Harllngen, Rio Hon- 
do and Lozano to flee to high 
ground. 


Nearly 1,000 Harlingen resi- 


dents fled to shelter by dawn as 
water topped the rim of the ar- 
royo and lapped Into the neigh- 
borhoods of fine homes. 


At 6:30 a.m. CDT the Arroyo 


surged with 38.2 feet of water- 
more than a foot above the pre- 
dicted vest— and it still rose. A 
Call went out for more volun- 
teers to help crews who had 
spent the night building sand- 
bag dikes around homes and 
storm sewers which lead the Ar- 
royo. 


The Coast Guard said its hel- 


icopters evacuated 635 Mexicans 
surrounded by flood waters by 
dark Sunday. 


The Department of Public 


Safety said Harllngen was in the 
most danger of the five Texas 
cities threatened by the ram- 
paging Arroyo Colorado. 


The Arroyo carried a flood

SAIGON (AP)-As the blast-

In Saigon the allies "have tak- 
en tremendous strides toward 
military victory over the past 
two years." 


In the border battle, Commu- 


nist gunners fired more than 300 
rounds today at Con Thien, a 
U.S. Marine outpost just 2% 
miles below the demilitarized 
zone. Marine commanders re- 
fuse to give up the post, saying 
It holds a commanding position 
overlooking Communist Infiltra- 
tion routes down from the DMZ, 
where North Vietnam reported- 
ly has perhaps 35,000 troops. 


The B52s mentioned in the 


leaflets have been trying to take 
Communist pressure off Con 
Thien. 


The eight-engine B52 Strato- 


fortresses struck twice Sunday 
night and again today at Com- 
munist gun positions buried In- 
side the DMZ. The bombers now 
have flown 79'strjkes since mid- 
August in support of Con Thien 
and nearby outposts, unloading 
perhaps 12 million pounds of 
bombs. 


Associated Press Correspond- 


ent Edwin Q. White, with the 
Marines at Con Thein, reported 
that Marine casualties from to- 
day's shelling, although not offi- 
cially disclosed, were relatively 
light. 


White said this apparently 


was because the barrage came

In a way, it Is a vicious cycle. 


The House does not schedule 
business on Fridays and some 
Mondays, but then committees 
are unable to meet those days 
since many members go home 
since the House is not meeting. 


Thus, the House falls behind 


schedule, and so do the commit- 
tees. 


The Senate is still far behind 


the House in considering appro- 
priations bills, having passed 
nine to 14 for the house. More- 
oger, the Senate will have to 
wait for House action before it 
can even take up the tax in- 
crease. 


During the past week, the 


leadership barely managed to 
round up enough bills and get 
them through the Rules Com- 
mittee to put together enough 
business to keep House mem- 
bers busy in the coming week. 


Except for an important bill 


to expand the federal program 
to prevent juvenile delinquency, 
the program consists of such 
things as an amendment of the 
Packers and Stockyards Act, 
the Fire Research and Safety 
Act and the monthly resolution 
to provide for continued appro- 
priations at last year's levels 
because the fiscal 1968 money 
measures have not been ap- 
proved. 


Should action on these be com- 


pleted, the ladershlp might have 
only two major bills with Rules 
Committee clearance available 
for the following week's sched- 
ule.

Winthrop Rockefeller went on 
television with a "Report to the 
People" Sunday, apparently to 
defend himself against Demo- 
cratic charges of "do-nothing- 
ism." 


The governor lauded his de- 


partment heads, ticked off a list 
of what he said had been the 
accomplishments of his nine- 
month-old 
administration and 


declared that public support for 
his programs had provided the 
momentum needed to move to- 
ward a new "Era of Excel- 
lence"—the term he coined in 
his inaugural speech last Janu- 
ary. 


Rockefeller, who had taped 


his 
speech last week, also 


moved to put down rumors of a 
rift between himself and Lt. 
Gov. Murice "Footsie" Britt. 


"Through 
his 
work, and 


through his devotion, Footsie is 
bringing to his office stature it 
has never known, or perhaps 
even contemplated," the gover- 
nor said. "He represents you, 
and he represents me, with the 
distinction and warmth which I 
believe perfectly personifies the 
Arkansas we all love and are 
proud of." 


There had been reports that 


Britt and the governor were go- 
ing through a period of disen- 
chantment, and that Britt, a for- 
mer Democrat, was considering 
a return to that party. 


The governor also defended 


his 14 regional tours of the 
state, which had drawn cries of 
"politics" from the Democrats. 


Rockefeller said his depart- 


ment heads, who accompanied 
him on the trips, had been 
"dubious" about them at first, 
but that "to a man, our depart- 
rnent heads look back now and 
say that you've given them a 
valuable perspective ... that no 
amount of desk work could have
